Securing to the interior of the 
school-house while it was unoccupied, Mil- 
ler had skilifuily removed a section of the 
wainscoting on the inside of the building 
directiy opposite the chimney. The boards 
ware-emewol very carefully just under the | 
molding at ihe top and across the bottom | 
level with the floor. Then by sawing down- | 
ward along the grooves between the boards 
@ small door was formed, which escaped 
detection by the scholars or other parties. 
The door had hooks on the inside with 
Which to fasten it and prevent it being 
opened from .the school-room side in the 
event that it was discovered while Miller 
Was in the cave. He then dug down in- 
side the lower part of the chimney, and 
by this means tunneled under the school- 
house, Here he excavated a large room, 
and the ingenuity of this really remarkable 
man was again demonstrated by the meth- 
of adopted to get rid of the dirt removed 
in, order to form the room. The dirt was 
pat i between the rafters holding the 
floor and boards nailed on the under side, 
and thus made a receptacle for the surplus 
dirt, as well as forming a dead wall through 
which no sound could penetrate to give 
warning of the presence of the fugitive to 
those in the room above. 

The underground room was well finished 
on the sides, ceiling’ and floor, and had been | 
neatiy papered. On the walls ‘were pasted | 
a number of sketches made by Miller on 
ordinary whiie paper, dark strips of paint 
having been run around the edges to repre- 
sent frames. arge stock of magazines 
andi books was found tin this stange abode, 
and the fact that they were all of first-class 
character proved that Miller ts a man of 
some. eduention and refinement. A_ stove, 
bed and bedding, table and other furniture 
and articles, as we!l asa full supply of cook- 
ing Uutensiis, had been taken to the under- 
kround room to add to the comfort of the 
occupant, Smoke from the stove was con- 
veyed by a stovepipe to the chimney at the 
rear of the school house, and was thus car- 
ried away without exciting curiosity. 

Miller obtained food by prowling through 
the surrounding farming country at night 
and robbing hen roosts, taking vegetables 
and fruits from gardens and orchards, by 
taking produce from wagons found hitched 
any where in the vicinity, and by the many 
means Which in a well settled and rich farm- 
ing region makes it so easy for a person so 
disposed to obtain large quantities of pro- 
Visions of various kinds. 

Since Miller's arrest it has been asrer- 
tained that he {s a fugitive from the Ne- 
braska authorities, having made his escape 
from the penitentiary at Lincoln by climb- 
ing Up through a hollow wall by removing 
brick after brick as he proceeded upward to 
freedom, It ta said that for some davs hea 
had saved a smal! portion of his rations, and 
these Were carefully preserved to sustain 
him during his desperate but patient effort 
to escape. Progress in the wall was neces- 
sarily siow, and for three days after h!s dis- 
appearance from his cell, while the sur- 
rounding country was heing searched for 
him, he°was in the penitentiary wall, siowly 
working his way out. The Nebraska au- 
thorities have been advised of his capture | 
by the Minneseta’ officers and have heen 
striving to seeure cusiody of him. But the 
Biue Earth County authorities are not die. 
posed to give him up, as they have a tota] 
of fifteen different charges against him,

About 7 o'clock Tuesday morning Joseph 
Dalheimer, an employe of Herf & Frerichs 
Chemical Ca., at Broadway and Neosho 
street, While on his way to work. discovered 
Carr, lying in a semi-conscious condition 
beside the Iron Mountain Raltlroad tracks, 
at the foot of Bates street. 

Hiis face Was covered with blood and he 
peared to be badly injured. He was lying 
the foot of a perpendicular biufl, about 

thirty-five fee: high. 

Dalheimer first thought that the man had 
been struck by a train. but upon being re- 
vived, he stated that he fell over the prect- 
pice the night before. 

An ambulance was summoned and the in- 
jured man wus taken to the Alexian Broth- 
ers’ Hospital, where it was found that he 
had sustained a compound fracture of the 
left lew below®the knee and geveral scalp 
wounds.

In about two weeks after the organization of 
our committee, at the request of Mr. B., our 
executive committee was called together. B.

When you have the opportunity, I wish yon 
would see the Populist nominee for Court of 
Appeals and find out his inclination as to with- 
drawing, and what his purposes are in the race. 
If he is willing to get out of the .way and his 
committee is willing to substitute My name on 
the Populist ticket, it is worth working fer, but 
if the committee is disposed to put on a middle- 
of-the-road man, I prefer that the present nom- 
inee remain on the ticket. 


A letter written on August 29 to James H. 
Pratt is next in order. It reads: 

I think the best thing to do with Mr. North 
for the present is te let him alone. I do not 
propose to buy him, nor do I kuow that it is 
advisable to have him resign. I don’t see why 
the whole thing is not arranged by the State 
committees of the two parties for the national 
nod State ticket. No man can form any correct 
idea of the strength of the gold Democrats. I 
fear it is larger than we are willing to coa- 
cede, A great many silver Republicans will be 
whipped into line, and we bave no absolute cer- 
tainty of electing our entire ticket. If reasona- 
ble terms can be made with the Pops by which 
their State and national ticket can be with- 
drawn and the vote of the party given to the 
Democratic State and national ticket, It cer- 
tainly should be done, and reasonable sacrifices 
should be made by Democrats to secure this 
result.

In fact, I know from Mr. Cook that this propo- 
sition hed been made before Col. North re- 
signed and gave it my assent. After Mr. 
North's resignation was accepted and my name 
substituted, there was no honorable way of 
avoiding the payment of the $1,000. The re- 
quest from Mr. Cook was for immediate pay- 
ment to make good his promise to Rozelle. 

I did not think it at all necessary to consult 
the district committee, assuming that I had its 
consent in advance, and hence forwarded the 
$1,000 by return mail. I have felt the embar- 
rassment from the start of being under the 
claimed jurisdiction of two committees, and 
feared that some friction might arise. 

Thomas E. Barrett was chairman of the 
Judicial Committee, of which Mr. Pratt 
was secretary. A letter written by Mr, Bar- 
rett to Mr. Pratt is next in order. It is 
22, 1896, and reads: 

I had a talk with Sam Cook last evening, 
and be teils me that Judge Bland has only paid 
him up to then $500. if he bas sent the other 
$1,000 it has not been received yet. As you 
know, the deal with the Pops has been con- 
suinmated, and you understand all about ft, 
think you had better write to Biand and tell 
him that the committee owes $150, and that 
he had better send it to you, so that the debts 
can be paid. Now, should the other $1.000 be re- 
ceived by the committee between now and next 
Saturday I will let you know. 


Four days later Mr. Bland wrote Mr. 
Platt: 

I will write Cook to-day. That $150 must be 
fixed. Couk should pay it. He has $500 yet left, 
and should pay the $150. Will let you bear 
from me when I hear from him. 

In a post-election letter, written Noy. 10, 
1895, by Judge Bland to Mr. Pratt, this ap- 
pears:

“When the Democratic Judicial Commit- 
tee met in St. Louis, immediately after my 
nomination to the Court of Appeals bench, 
I came here with a check for $300, presuming 
I would be called upon for campaign ex- 
penses. | appeared before that committee 
and volunteered that amount. They told me 
to wait until I should be asked to contributeg 
as a proposition was pending to co-operate 
With the State Democratic Committee, and 
whatever was required in the way of money 
mignt be payable to the State Committee, 
and not to them, 

“Later the Judicial Committee, through 
Joe Russell of Mississippi County, I think, 
notified me that the two bodies would work 
together and that Mr. Cook would notify me 
Of My assessment. When I heard from Cook 
1 paid over to the State Committee the $00 
check. My assessment was $1,. 

“Some time afterwards Mr. Cook wrote 
me that Judge North might withdraw from 
the Populist ticket, and if he did I would be 
asked iv puy North’s assessment, which the 
Populist Committee had made, and which 
amounted to $1,000. When it was found that 

udge North had really withdrawn I consid- 
ered it my duty to keep the agreemen: made 
for me. This money was never designed for 
Judge North, nor did he ever receive a dol- 
iar of it, so far as 1 know. He had an unpaid 
assessment pending with his Populist Com- 
mittee that had been agreed to be paid, 

“There Was never an intimation at any 
time that Judge North was to be appointed 
clerk of the court. No such suggestion was 
ever made to me at any time or place until 
after the election, when application® were 
received by the Court from several per- 
sons. 

‘“‘Now, about this man Pratt. He was Sec- 
retary of our Judicial Committee. Early in 
the campaign he wrote me for money. I had 
no occasion to give him anything, except in 
so far as I considered it my duty to reim- 
burse him for any expense he might be:at 
in connection with my campaign. So I wrote 
him and inclosed a check for $0, saying he 
Ought not to lose a dollar of his 6wn in in- 
curring necessary expenses, Later he sent 
me a bill for $2, which I paid, making $92 
1 gave him. I was fool'enough, not knowing 
then the character of the man, to mention 
in one of my létters the amount I had sent 
to Cook to meet Judge North's assessment 

“After North was appointed Clerk of the 
Court.of Appeals, Pratt came to St. Louis 
and applied to North for his chief deputy- 
ship, He was importunate, and finally told 
North he had these letters and would pub- 
lish them if the appointment was not given 
him. North at last came to me about it, 
and I said if he appointed that man Pratt 
upon his staff I would be one member of 
the court to vote for his (North’s) instant 
removal. Pratt is s.mply an infernal scamp. 
He was determined to get an office and 
didn’t get it. 

“I thought it was entirely proper for me 
to pay Jucge North’s assessment, but | 
knew nothing of Mr. Rozelle or North in 
the payment.

Corporal New Reduced to the Ranks 
Without a Reason Being Given. 


CHICAGO, Noy. 9.—Clarence New, until 
within a week Corporal of Co. G, 4th In- 
fantry, U.S. A., stationed at Fort Sheri- 
dan, has been “busted.”

Property Involved, 


Referee Arba N. Crane made his report 
to Judge Withrow Tuesday morning in the 
case of the Southern Commercial Savings 
Bank against Dennis P. Slattery, Patrick 
M. Staed and Mathilde Lange. Referee 
Crane finds for the plaint'ff. 

The suit grew out of one of the many 
scandalous transactions in which William 
B. Lange was involved before his death. 

Lange, as president of the Lange Finan- 
cial Company, gave a deed of trust on prop- 
erty on Sixth and Market streets to Charles 
I’. Vogel, trustee, to secure eleven notes 
aggregating $20,000, made payable to Ernest 
Renner. Lange had Renner indorse 
notes to him, then negotiated them 
the Southern Commercial and Savings 
Bank . 

A short time after Lange discounted the 
notes he borrowed the deed of trust which 
‘has been recorded and took it to Dennis 
P. Slattery with a new set of notes. 

He represented to Slattery that these 
were the original notes secured by the 
deed of trust on the Market street prop- 
erty. 

Slattery lent him the money he asked, and 
took the notes, believing them to be good. 

Some of the notes fell due and Slattery in- 
stituted proceedings to gell the property un- 
der the deed of trust which he thought 
secured his notes, Then the bank stepped in 
and filled a suit to restrain the sheriff, who 
was then P. M. Staed, from selling the 
property, claiming that it held the original 
notes secured by the deed. 

The case Went on after Lange died and 
his estate w&s found to be in confusion. 
Then D. BP. Slattery was drowned while 
sailing at King’s Lake. The suit was then 
taken up by Frank B. Aglar, his son-in-law 
and administrator of his estate. 

When the pleadings were all perfected 
Judge Withrow referred the entire case to 
Referee Arba N. Crane. This was in May. 
1895. He has been working on the case ever 
since. Hundreds of pages of depositions were 
taken Which the referee had to go over in 
detail and innumerable witnesses were 
heard upon the subject of Lange's real es- 
tate transactions. 

The outcome of the sult is that the Slat- 
tery estate loses what Capt. Slattery loaned 
Lanee, and the bank recovers whatever the 
leasehold of the Market street property will 
bring at the sale under the deed of trust.
